Ono of tho Important amendment* 


will limit tho parking 
ot cars in 


street 
between 
Lincoln 


avenue and t ayetle street to an hour 
at a time and will break np the prac- 
tice of somo who occupy preferred 
positions from 12 to 24 hoars at a, 
stretch. 


Another will prohibit parking on 


any 
improved 
street 
between 
tho 


hours ot 2 and * o'clock A. M. This 
is Intendod for tho purpose ot having 
Improved streets free ot cars ci tho 
motor sweeper may be operated. It 
alao will aid in breaking np tho park- 
ing ot earn all night—a practice of 
some who do not have garages and 
who do not patronise the public con- 
veniences af this kind. 


Beginning July, nnilor tbo terms of 


the amendments, parking in Pittsburg 
street will be limited to tho east side 
of the street. At the end of six mouths 
cars will bo shitted to the other side 
of tho thoroughfare. 


Similar provisions aro made for Ap- 


ple and Peach streets.
